“Bo  there  was  g committee  ap- 
pointed to  look  Into  tho  question  and 
report,  which  resulted  In  a recom- 
mendation that  wc  ,‘purchase  u tot  or 
site  on  tho  Island — at  an  expenditure 
of  $fi,600.  The  question  came  up  for 
final  decision  Keb.  25.11912,  and  was 
voted  on  by  285  club  members  (after 
they  hud  been  duly  notified),  with 
228  voting  In  f*voj-  and  49  against, 
which  majority  gave  ps  courage  to 
take  up  the  work  jh  earnest. 

“Wc  were  fortunate  Jn  having  u 
sufficient  sum  In  the  treasury  ' that 
year,  to  enable  us  to  pay  $4,100  down 
oh  the  lot.  leaving  an  indebtedness  of 
$2,5Mf  which  consisted  of  a note  held 
nt  the  First  National  bank. 

“As'wq  had  extended  an  Invitation 
to  the  Htate  Federation  of  Women’s 
Clubs  to  meet  with  us  that  year — 
November.  1*12,  which  meant  the 
raising  of  quite  a sqm  (about  91,098) 
sh  well  »8  giving  our  time  and  atten- 
tion. It  whs  Impossible  to  do  anything 
toward  lessening  that  obligation.  As 
the  year  1912-19  drew  to  a dose  it 
did  not  seem  wise  to  attempt  any- 
thing. but  plans  were  laid  for  an 
entertainment  early  the  following 
year,  19U-14.  with  our  own  Maud 
Powell — which  resulted  in  our  clear- 
ing the  sum  of  $52<r.  Then  each  de- 
partment gave  $100  and  the  club  trea- 
sury appropriated  a sum.  * ; 

“Then  it  seemed  time  toldo  some- 
thing on  a -targe  scale  and  at  least 
make  the  effort  to  raise  the  debt. 

. The  Idea  of  giving  a baxaar  was 
brought  up  and  all  Joined  In  the 
work  most  heartily  arid  the  baxaar 
was  bold  the  April  of  1014,  with  most 
gratifying  rosults.  We  cleared  «v*r 
$1,800,  and  were  very -happy  to  close 
the  year’s  work  with  our  lot  free  and 
clear  and  a little  nucleus  of  $402.11, 
to  be  known  as  the  'dab  home  fund.' 
We  also  had  about  1.400  cook  books 
on  .band.  Wc  still  have  700  cook 
hooka

“I  presume  1 scarcely  need  remind 
you  of  tho  past  year’s  work,  1911-17. 
It  was  decided  early  tn  the  year  to 
bold  a “White  Elephant  Sul.-.”— this 
was  held  the  first”  of  November,  1918.'
